calarly I enlirg'd upon the Sin of Covetouſneſs, which 

had brought all their Miſery and Misfortune upon them. 
I inform'd Johnſon, that his coining and diſperſing falſe 
Money, was not only deliruQive of all Commerce, but 


as encroaching upon the ſacred Prerogative of the Kings 


Majeſty, therefore his Crime was ſo much the greater 
and liable to ſevere Puniſhment, I inſtructed them 
in the Nature of the Chriſtian Sacrament, that they 
being Pledges of the Divine Love and Seals of the New 
Covenant, the worthy and faithful Receivers are made 
Partakers of the inviſible Grace ſigniſied thereby, pardon 
of their Sins and eternal Life. As from ſeveral other 
Texts, fo particularly from Rev. 14.

| While theſe and ſuch like Exhortations were given, 
they all appear'd very devout and ſerious, Mr. Turner, 
till a few Days before he died was afflicted with a violent 
Sickneſs, being the moſt Intelligent, was careful in reads 
ing and praying for himſelf and his Fellow-Criminals in 
the Hold. Fohnſun ſeem'd very penitent, ſometimes 
ſhedding Tears in the Chappel. Sarah Griffiths behav'd 
with Gravity and Attention, but by Reaſon of extreme 
Poverty (having diſpos'd of all her Cloaths) and Sick- 
neſs, the ſeldom came into the Chappel, and when | 
viſited her in the Hold, ſhe always profeſt great Peni- 
tence, Richard Lynn did not come to Chappel above 
two or three Days; and when I viſited him he look'd 
| like one craz'd, or of a very weak Underſtanding.

To thoſe who are deſirous to know ths luſt Con feſſions 
and Behaviour, the following Account is a brief Nara- 
tive. ö . 

JOHN TURNER, was indicted for aſſaulting Thomas | 
Air, Eſq; on the Highway on the firſt of 7/5 laſt, tak- 
ing from him a Purſe, value 1d. and 3 Guineas and a 
half in Money. 

John Turner, about 26 Years of Age, deſcended of | 
Honeſt Parents, who had been People of good Repute 
in Cornwall. His Parents gave him good Education, but 
his Father dying when he was young, inſtead of con- 
tinuing at Schools, as he ſaid was intended, he was put | 
Apprentice to a Peruke Maker in the City of Exeter; 
Having ſerv'd moſt of his Time, after many Diſobliga- 
tions to his Maſter, at laſt he robb'd him of a oonſi- 
derable Sum of Money and ran away, but his Maſter 
being a near Relation did not proſecute him: He came 
to London and follow'd his Buſineſs, bchaving bimſelf 
honeſtly and ſoberly in the Places where he ferv'd, ſo 
thit the Neighbourhood conceiv'd a govd Opinion of 
him; but his Covetcouſneſs and Ambition to appear 
more fine than his Circumſtances wou'd itlow, haſten'd 
his Ruin; for in order to attain his Aim, he went to 
rob on the Highway, which Courſe, as he ſaid, he fol- 
Jow'd only fix Weeks before he was apprehended, hav- 
ing gone out only four Times, and made but a very 
fmall Purchaſe in all his Adventures. He ſaid, it ne- 
ver enter'd into his Mind to musder or Kill any Body, 
but what Money he got he offer'd it back to the in- 
jur'd Party, if they wou'd own they had more need of 
it than he; thus did he treat whom he robb'd with 
Civility. He appear'd to be a young Man of a civil com- 
plaiſant Temper, whence it was, that his Acquaintance 
commonly call'd him, Civil John; others ſay, that he 
got this Appellation from the Gentlemen whom he robb'd, 


becauſe of the civil Uſage he gave them, for he told | 


them that his Name was John: He complain'd that the 
World gave him a much worſe Character than he de- 
ſerv's, and altho' he own'd himſelf to have been a great 
Sinner, yet he deny'd that ever he was notoriouſly wick- 
ed in thoſe Vices, to which Men of his Profeſſion are ad- 
dicted. He could not be induc'd to make particular 
Confeſſions, only he acknowledg'd the juſtneſs of his 
Sentence according, to Law, and ſaid that he was willing to 
die, chearfully ſubmitting to the Will of Gad, as a 


juſt Puniſhment for his Sins; he was always very de- 


vout in Chappel and appear'd to be a true Penitent, com- 
'plying fervently with the Prayers, and receiving Inſtructi- 
ons with gr2at Earneſtneſs. The Night before the dead

RICHARD LYNN, of St. Sepulchre's London, was in 
dicted for Felony and Burglary, in breaking open the 
Houſe of John Boyce, on the 24th of July laſt, in the 
Night Time, and taking thence a Suit of Cloaths, a 
Hat, a Pair of Shcets, and four Napkins. DO 

Richard Lynn, about 24 Years of Age, deſcended uf 
honeſt but poor Parents, had a tolerable good Education. 
altho* brought up by the Charity of other People, in 
reading, writing, and inſtructed in the neceſſary Princi- 
ples of Chriſtianity, When of Age, he was put out 
Apprentice to an Ivory Turner, and prov'd a very unruly 
Servant, always ſtealing either from his Maſter and Mi- 
ſtreſs, or his Fellow Apprentices. When he was out of his 
Time, tho' he could earn two Shillings, or half a Crown: 
a Day, yet he was ſo bewitch'd with the worſt of Com- 
pany, that he would not apply himſelf to his Buſineſs. 
altho' his Conſcience often check'd him, and he frequent- 
ly made Reſolutions of Amendments; but when he came 
among his wicked Companions, heghad neither Power 
nor Grace to reſiſt their Solicitations. He attended the 
publick Prayers and Exhortations only two or three Days 
after Sentence, but lay in a Corner of the Condemn'd- 
Hold in a miſerable Manner, and by no Means could be 
perſuaded to riſe and go up to Chappel, tho* no ways 
reſtrain'd therefrom, by Sickneſs, or other Impediments, 


for he walk'd about the Condemn'd Hold, and when he 


pleas d, went to the Door to ſpeak with his Friends, when- 


| ſoever they call'd him. He was the moſt obſtinate and 


. obdurate Fellow I have ever met with in his Condition 
and continually loitering, fleeping, and ſnoring on the 
Floor, in a moſt ſhameful Manner, where he greedily 
devour'd ſuch Proviſion as was brought him. When Mr. 
Turner and the reſt endeavour'd to awake him to Prayers, 
he curs'd.thein, and once {were he would ſtab them with 
a Knife. By his Behaviour he appear'd to have been 
craz'd and fooliſh, He acknowledg'd the Fact for which 
he died, only ſaid that he did not take all the Things 


| which werg {worn againſt him; and alſo that he did nor 


bresk open the Door of the Houſe; he acknowledg'd to 
have been very wicked in keeping bad Company which 
prov'd his Ruin. I exhorted him to Repentance, by 
repreſenting the terrible Wrath and Vengeance which | 
was due to obſtinate and incorrigible Sinners, and fre- 
quently us'd all pofiible Motives to perſuade him to at- 


tend the publick Worſhip of God, but nothing could 
rs yet he declar'd himſelf penitent for his Sins, that 

e died in Peace with all Mankind, and that he believed 
in Chriſt through whoſe Merits he hop'd to be ſav'd. 
Two or three Days before he died, he behaved himſelf 
with a more even 'Temper and Calmneſs in the Hold 
than he had done before. ; 

SARAH GRIFFITHS, of St. Ann's Weſlminfter, was 
indicted for Felony and Burglary, in breaking open a 
Box in the Houle of Daniel Turner, and taking thence 
a Silver Spoon, value 10 s. five Gold Kings, and 49 J.
